Indeed it has been for me. It should 
| be for those recent graduates, and it 


‘should be for you as you begin the 
1989-1990 school year: 

I am commencing a new period in 
both my career and my education as I 
begin my first full year as BYU’s 
president. In a way, you could say I 
am a member of the freshman class. It 
is a beginning I did not anticipate, but 
one I enjoy. 

As you start this school year — 
whether you are an undergraduate or 
graduate student — I advise you to 
look for ways to expand your BYU 
experience. Commence a process that 
will enlarge the breadth of your schol- 
arship, the depth of your understand- 
ing and the quality of your character. 

While many vistas are open to you, 
I would like to suggest three. First, 
take advantage of the unique oppor- 
tunity to immerse yourself in religion 
classes. Learn to combine secular and 
religious education, and learn that a 
primary mandate is to “love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” Second, focus on 
the excellent general education 
courses that characterize much of 
what is laudable about BYU. Our un- 
dergraduate program is the jewel in 
our educational crown. And third, im- 
merse yourself in your major area of 
study as you travel your own path to 
personal and professional achieve- 
ment. 

Beginnings are challenging. It isn’t 
easy to stretch beyond the conven- 
tions, cliques and ruts in which we 
place ourselves. Yet the years of your 
formal education are ideal for seeking 
windows for inquiry and understand- 
ing. 

Noted writer Chaim Potok ex- 


presses the difficulties of commencing 
in his book, “In the Beginning,” in 
which a young man named David gets 
involved in a different way of study- 
ing the Bible. Many of Potok’s words 
contain the seeds of growth: 

“All beginnings are hard. I say it to 
myself today when I stand before a 
new class at the beginning of a school 
year or am about to start a new book 
or research paper; all beginnings are 
hard. Teaching the way I do is partic- 
ularly hard, for I touch the raw 
nerves of face, the beginnings of 
things. Often students are shaken. I 
say to them what was said to me: ‘Be 
patient. You are learning a new way 
of understanding . . . all beginnings 
are hard.’ And sometimes I add what 
I have learned on my own: 

“Especially a beginning that you 
make by yourself. That’s the hardest 
beginning of all.” 

At the base level, your education is 
a personal choice, and in that respect, 
isolated. Yet you need not be alone 
through the process. You will find 
many people who want you to succeed 
and are willing to encourage and men- 
tor you. As you develop these rela- 
tionships, take advantage of the kind 
and wise leaders here who share your 
educational and moral goals. They 
will help lead you through crossroads 
that you may never pass again and 
that are part of your journey of self- 
discovery. 

I encourage you to maximize your 
sojourn at BYU. Let us all join the 
cause of excellence as we commence 
this new semester together.

PTL trial recesses after witness faints 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. —A PTL executive-turned-government witness was 
hospitalized and another collapsed Wednesday after testifying he warned Jim 
Bakker “someone could go to jail” over the ministry’s fund-raising practices. 

Bakker, prompted by his lawyer, knelt at witness Steve Nelson’s side and 
prayed softly. The TV evangelist later broke down in tears. 

Nelson revived after a few seconds and said he had not eaten for a few days. 
He was taken from the courtroom by paramedics, and court was recessed for 
the day. 

Rarlier: former PTL executive vice president Richard Dortch, expected to 
be a key witness at Bakker’s fraud and conspiracy trial, was hospitalized in

Bush, Mulroney share views on world 


KENNEBUNKPORT, Maine — President Bush welcomed Canadian 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney on Wednesday to “show off this heaven” by 
the sea and discuss the environment, trade, and the drug crisis in Colombia. 

The visit was billed as a private time for two longtime friends, but National 
Security Adviser Brent Scowcroft told reporters the two leaders would no 
doubt exchange views on the changes in Poland, the Colombian drug war, and 
other issues. Bush and Mulroney share “a close similarity of views ...on world 
affairs and a kind of unique personal closeness,” Scowcroft told reporters. 

Earlier Bush spoke to a gathering of the Chamber of Commerce of Kenneb- 
unkport and neighboring Kennebunk. Bush, who has been on vacation in the 
coastal resort since Aug. 16, spoke of his love for the town where he has spent 
all but one summer of his life. 

“You can converse, you could relax, you could really get to know one another 
in a wonderful setting,” he said, discussing visits by French President Mitter- 
rand and Danish Prime Minister Poul Schlueter.

NEW YORK — Leona Helmsley, the persnickety hotel queen quoted as 
saying “only the little people pay taxes,” was convicted Wednesday of evading 
$1.2 million in income tax by charging personal expenses to her business 
empire. 

The federal jury acquitted Helmsley, 69, of the most serious charge against 
her — conspiring to extort payoffs from vendors. 

Pictured as a regal perfectionist in ads for Helmsley luxury hotels, Helmsley 
was portrayed in court as an abusive, penny-pinching tyrant — part of a 
defense strategy of arguing she was the victim of spiteful ex-employees. 

In opening. arguments;her own lawyer labeled her “a tough biteh.” 

Helmsley shook her head while listening tothe litany of guilty verdicts'on 33 
of 41 counts. oe TG.

Dispatcher placed on leave until review 


SALT LAKE CITY — Salt Lake County sheriff's detectives are investigat- 
ing an incident in which a Salt Lake City police dispatcher allegedly held a 
handgun to a 17-year-old boy’s head following an argument. 

Detective Jerry Thompson said the male dispatcher, who was not identified, 
has been placed on administrative leave without pay pending a review. 

A sheriffs deputy on Aug. 14 reported seeing a young man kneeling on the 
grass with his hands in the air and another man, who identified himself as a 

‘police employee, behind him pointing a revolver at the youth’s head. 

At the deputy’s request, the man put the revolver down and explained he 
was trying to find his son, who was an acquaintance of the victim. He said he 
didn’t want his boy “hanging around” with the victim anymore. 

The victim said that the man threatened to “take him down,” and put the gun 
to his head after he intervened in an argument between the man and his son, 
the deputy said. The man with the gun allegedly smelled of alcohol. He was

Before admission, BYU students 
give their written agreement to obey 
the honor code, which consists of'cer- 
tain principles and dress standards 
that must be maintained to preserve 
the unique atmosphere found on the 
BYU campus. 

Unfortunately, as students become 
caught up in the fads of college life, 
they sometimes forget their commit- 
ment to the university. 

BYU is an organization that is 
sponsored by The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. There- 
fore, all those who have the opportu- 
nity of being associated with the uni- 
versity must maintain standards 
consistent with those of the Church. 

According to the honor code, main- 
taining high standards of personal be- 
havior and appearance is essential for 
men and women who personify the 
ideals and values of the Church. 

Some of the standards which are 
summarized in the honor code are be- 
ing honest, observing the Word of 
Wisdom, living the law of chastity and 
maintaining decency and prescribed 
standards of dress and grooming. 

Some of the dress and grooming 
standards prohibit the wearing of 
“orubby ” attire (tank tops, bib over- 
alls, sweat suits, etc.). Men are re- 
quired to wear socks and maintain 


hair length above the collar. Dress 
standards also disallow the wearing of 
miniskirts. 

The honor code states, “These stan- 
dards of appearance are intended to 
preserve an atmosphere which re- 
flects the high ideals of The Church of 


Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and 


this unique university.” 

As students continue to maintain 
the same principles that allowed them 
to attend BYU in the first place, they 
will be helping BYU to continue to 
provide a unique atmosphere. 

“The honor code is a matter of in- 
tegrity,” said Eugene Buckner, coun- 
seling and development center ad- 
ministrator. 

When students sign their name, 
they make a contract. Any violation of 
the honor code breaks that contract 
and shows a lack of integrity, said 
Buckner. 

The atmosphere that exists on the 
BYU campus is foreign to most uni- 
versities.

SALT LAKE CITY--A task force’s 


The Deseret News-KSL TV poll 
published Wednesday reveals nat 59 
percent agree with the liquor reform 
committee’s call for a ban on so-called 
“brown-bagging,” where customers 
bring their own alcoholic beverages 
with them into restaurants. 

Sixty-four percent agree that mini- 
bottles should be done away with in 
favor of metered mixed drink dis- 
pensers and 57 percent. support the 
panel’s proposal to increase the num- 
ber of restaurant and private club li- 
censes. 

But the poll found that only a nar- 
row plurality of 45 percent favor mov- 
ing the time of serving mixed drinks 
from 4 p.m. to 1 p.m., while 44 per- 
cent oppose changing the time. 

Currently, restaurants cannot sell 
liquor with a.meal until 4 p.m. 

Jones interviewed 603 Utahns for 
the survey, which has a margin for 
error of 4 percent.

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Number of honors freshmen rises

The number of freshmen enrolling 
in Honor classes at BYU rises every 
year, and this year is no exception, 
according to Leroy Gunnell, adminis- 
trative assistant for Honors and Gen- 
eral Education. 

“There will be approximately 1,000 
freshmen enrolled in honors class(es) 
this fall, which is up from last years 
enrollment of 800,” Gunnell said. 

Gunnell said one of the reasons for 
the rise in freshman enrollments is 
that BYU accepts more freshmen ev- 
ery year, which consequently allows 
more students to take part in Honors 
classes. 

In addition to the number of fresh- 
man enrollments in Honors classes 
rising, more scholarships were of- 
fered to incoming freshmen this year 
than were in years past, said Ford L. 
Stevenson, director of financial aid. 

He said each year the average ACT 
score among new BYU students in- 
creases. “The strength of high school 
curriculum continues to improve. 
Freshmen are entering college better 
prepared,” Stevenson said. 

Because of this, said Stevenson, a 
few more scholarships are offered 
each year. 

Stevenson said academic scholar- 
ships are not awarded solely on the 
basis of high school grade point aver- 
age. Instead, an adjusted g.p.a. is cal- 
culated by looking at the number of 
Honor and Advanced Placement 
courses a student has taken in high 
school. 

“We feel it is better to get aBinan 
Advanced Placement chemistry class 
pe to get an A in an easier class,” he 
sai 

Alan Keele, associate dean of Hon- 
ors and General Education, said the 
Honors program at BYU is geared 
toward students with a 3.8 high 


Procedure 
to add, drop 
can get costly

Incoming freshmen, intent on 
spending the $20 or so of “mad 
money” that mom and dad left in the 
apartment, had better hold off on that 
“large with all the toppings” pizza and 
three quarts of soft drink. 

For the student who doesn’t think 
ahead, BYU’s add/drop fees might 
eat that money instead. 

Friday is the last day students will 
be able to adjust their class schedules 
via BY U’s touch-tone telephone sys- 
tem. After that, adding or dropping 
your classes can become a time-con- 
suming hassle that may. also affect, 
your pocketbook. 


‘Some “classes, Briar Feligton” 


and general education classes, are 
available to add via telephone the first 
five days after the semester begins. 

BYU, however, strictly warns stu- 
dents that no drops are available by 
telephone. The procedure to add 
classes following the first day of 
school are determined by each aca- 
demic department, according to BYU 
registration. To add a class, it is nec- 
essary to get a signature from the 
instructor indicating his willingness 
to accept you into his course. 

BYU registration advises students 
wishing to petition a class to attend 
the first class meeting. Those seeking 
to petition an already-full class begin- 
ning on the second block need to see 
the instructor as soon as possible. 

If all adds and drops are not com- 
pleted by the second day of class 
(Sept. 6), complications arise. The 
student will need to obtain a card 
from the registration office or the col- 
lege advisement center. They will 
also, of course, need the instructor’s 
signature to add classes. To drop a 
class, no signature is needed; the stu- 
dent simply needs to fill out the card. 

Beginning Sept. 7, a $3 fee is as- 
signed for each class dropped. That 
fee rises $1 per business day until 
Sept. 18, when the drop fee is frozen 
at $10, said BYU registration. The 
fee should be paid at the Cashier’s 
Office. 

During the first two weeks of 
classes, the Smith Family Living 
Center step-down lounge doubles as 
the add/drop registration area. All 
cards should be taken there to be pro- 
cessed. 

After two weeks, the site will be 
moved to the Registration Office, B- 
130 ASB. 

The final day to.add or drop classes 
without an official withdrawal is Sept. 
18. The deadline to drop for academic 
reasons is Oct. 9. The last day to offi- 
cially withdraw from the university 
or drop classes for nonacademic emer- 
gencies is Nov. 30. 

Those attending classes on the first 
bloc have only until Sept. 21 to drop 
for academic reasons. Oct. 9 is their 
deadline to withdraw from BYU or 
drop for nonacademic emergencies.

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school g.p.a. and an ACT score of 27 
or higher. 

The continually rising average 
ACT scores from high school students 
could also account for the increased 
enrollment of freshmen in honors 
classes, Keele said. 

He explained that although g.p.a. 
and ACT scores are important, there 
is no way to‘ ‘quantify ambition, study 
habits or maturity,” which all ‘play a 
central role in success in honors 
classes. 

BYU has an open honors program 
that permits any interested student 
to enroll in an honors course, he said. 
Students may take honors courses re- 
gardless of whether they intend to 
fulfill all the requirements to gradu- 
ate with honors. 

“We want to give all students at 
BYU the choice of whether they take 
part in the program. It is up to the 
students,” he said. 

Keele said the honors program of- 
fers educational opportunities that 
are not found elsewhere on campus. 

Gunnell said students enrolling in 
an honors course should expect to 
have an experience which will 
broaden their education. 

“The classes are held down to 20 
students to encourage interaction in 
the classroom. Students are gener-

Traffic committee raises parking fines

BYU’s traffic committee hopes to 
drive parking violators away this fall 
by raising parking ticket fees. 

Starting this fall, parking viola- 
tions will cost between $10 and $20 
instead of $3 to $8. But no more late 
fees will be issued for delinquent pay- 
ments. 

The seven-member traffic commit- 
tee, including one student represen- 
tative, hopes to reduce the number of 
tickets issued. BYU issues about 
50,000 tickets a year. 

“It’s a concern that we write so 
many tickets,” said Mike Harroun, 
Manager of Traffic Services and a 
member of the committee. “The ideal 
situation would be that we never had 
any reason to have traffic control be- 
cause everyone parks where they are 
supposed to park.” 

Harroun said many people don’t see 
a parking violation as illegal. “Most 
people look at it as a game — ‘’m 
going to take a chance’,” he said. 

During Winter Semester 1989, 57 
percent of all parking violations fell 
under two categories: parking in an 
improper zone and not having a BYU 
permit. Most of these citations were 
given in faculty lots. 

The traffic office, which is across 
from the Marriott Center and next to 
the Carillon Tower, will issue permits 
to students who want to park on cam- 
pus. Students need to bring their ve- 
hicle registration and proof of an 
emissions test within the past year. 

Doug Gwilliam, a clerk at the traffic 
office, said every gas station in Provo

Gwilliam said only a limited num- 
ber of graduate parking permits are 
issued and not all of them are pur- 
chased. Any undergraduate student 
who wants a G sticker can register at 


the traffic office. Names will be 
drawn Sept. 25, and winners can pur- 


chase a G sticker and park in any G 
lot. 

Harroun said the most common 
parking violation is parking without a 
permit in a lot that requires a permit. 
The fine for this violation will increase 
from $10 to $20. “We want parking to 
be available for those who have per- 
mits,” he said. 

The second most common parking 
violation is parking with a permit in 
the wrong lot. Harroun said this 
group is made up of students parking 
in faculty lots. This fine will increase 
from $8 to $20. 


“There is plenty of parking,” he | 
said. “There are always 2,000 to 3,000 | 
stalls vacant all the time. But they are | 
not always right outside the building | 


you want to go to.” 

Harroun said students should park | 
at the Marriott Center parking lot or : 
north of the Bean Museum when lots | 
in the center of campus are full. 


The third most frequent violation is 


parking overtime in the time stalls. 
This fine will increase from $3 to $10. 


In addition, if a car is ticketed twice | 


for remaining too long in a time zone, 
it will cost an additional $20.

Those big classes aren’t so simplistic

Opportunities abound for students to obtain experience 
in writing, editing and publishing at BYU, where stu- 
dents produce two newspapers and three magazines. 

The Daily Universe is the newspaper owned by 
Brigham Young University. It is a “laboratory” paper, 
meaning that the paper is produced as a training ground 
for journalists and others interested in developing com- 
munication skills. 

The Daily Universe operations manual states, “It is one 
of the largest laboratory operations in the country, witha 
staff of eight full-time university employees, nearly 50 
paid students and more than 50 lab students each 
semester of the regular school year.” 

Managing Director John Gholdston said there are op- 
portunities for students not in communications to partici- 
pate in many of the tasks necessary to produce a daily 
paper. An apprenticeship program is available for stu- 
dents who have not yet had the necessary prerequisites 
for staff positions. Interested students can get an applica- 
tion form from the receptionist in the offices of The Daily 
Universe on the fifth floor of the Wilkinson Center. 

Gholdston said the apprenticeship program is open to 
anyone who wants to be involved. The application form is 
for the applicant to give the hours available for work and 
other information necessary for placement. 

The Daily Universe Editor Pam Olsen, a journalism 
major from Baker, Ore., said, “There are a lot of people on 
campus who aren’t communications majors who have had 
some journalism experience in high school or would like to 
have a hand in a daily publication. The apprenticeship is a 
good way for almost anyone to get involved up here. You 
can volunteer as much or as little time as you want — 
that’s something you work out with your editor.” 

BYU students also produce the Student Review, an 
independent, off-campus newspaper. Editor Brian Fogg, 
asenior from Fresno, Calif., majoring in English, said any 
student who wants to get involved with producing the 
Student Review is invited to participate. 

Fogg said working on the Student Review is an incredi- 
ble training for almost any profession. He said the staff 
gets no academic credit and no pay but participants meet a 
lot of interesting people. The staff usually numbers be- 
tween 70 and 100 people and everybody is welcome, said 

Fogg. 

Fogg is also the editor for Insight, a student-produced 
journal sponsored by the Honors Department. 

Fogg said that Insight is going to take on a new look this 
year. He described it as a student version of the Smithso-

nian Magazine, explaining that Insight will be reader- 
friendly, accessible and fun to read. 

The student literary magazine, Inscape, is published 
twice a year as a cooperative effort between the English 
Department and the College of Humanities with some 
support from the Honors Program and other sources. 

Inscape is devoted to student-written poetry, essays 
and fiction. The magazine is under the direction of co-edi- 
tors Gary Burgess and Patl Rawlins. Rawlins recently 
graduated from BYU and is now a graduate student in 
English. Burgess is a senior from Seattle, Wash., major- 
ing in history. 

Inscape invites students to join the staff. Rawlins said 
the hours are flexible. Besides a weekly staff meeting that 
is usually less than an hour, volunteers can put in the 
amount of time their schedules allow. “We don’t require a 
certain number of hours,” said Rawlins. 

The staff reads material submitted to Inscape. Mem- 
bers help select the work that is published in the 
magazine. 

The production work, editing, typesetting, proofread- 
ing and layout are all done by the staff. 

Students interested in submitting work for publication 
or working on the staff can leave a note in the Inscape 
office in 1102A JKHB. Two other magazine offices, BY U 
Studies and the Leading Edge Magazine of Science Fic- 
tion and Fantasy, are also in 1102 JKHB. 

BYU Studies is not a student publication, but students 
are invited to participate in production. BYU Studies is 
the official scholarly journal for BYU. M. Shayne Bell, 
production editor for BYU Studies, said students are 
invited to work in all aspects of the magazine’s production, 
including desktop publishing, copy editing and source 
checking. 

The Leading Edge owes its birth to a creative writing 
class dedicated to writing science fiction: English 218R, 
taught by Marion K. Smith. After the semester ended the 
students continued to meet to critique one another’s work. 
The Leading Edge was the result of their efforts. 

The founding members have since moyed on but the 
Leading Edge is still produced by students at BYU with 
funding from the Utah Council of the Arts and other 


sources. Executive Editor Russell Asplund said Issue 18 ° 


is now on sale at the BYU Bookstore. Issue 19 is in the 
final stages of production. 

Asplund said the Leading Edge has a number of open- 
ings, including leadership positions. The weekly meetings 
are at 10 a.m. Saturdays in 1102 JKHB. The Leading 
Edge receives submissions from all over the country. The 
staff helps determine what material is published. The 
Leading Edge publishes fiction, nonfiction and poetry.

Good nutrition is often overlooked 
when a student gets involved in col- 
lege life. 

Moms know this is true. 

That’s why their parting words are 
usually something like “Make sure 
you eat a well-balanced diet,” or 
“Stay away from fast foods.” 

‘There is a lot of truth in the old 
phrase, “you are what you eat.” 

“Kating right is the key to feeling 
right,” said Bethleen Swapp, a county 
home economist. 

Students skip meals because 
they’re in a hurry or because they 
don’t like to cook. 

“It’s not that good food isn’t avail- 
able,” said Peggy McClellan, chief di- 
etician at the Utah Valley Regional 
Medical Center, 

Many students just get in the habit 
of grabbing a candy bar or whatever 
is handy because mom isn’t around to 
cook anymore, McClellan said. 
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Fast methods to good nutrition 


Fast foods are popular among col- 
lege students, but many fast foods are 
full of calories instead of nutrients, 
said Swapp. 

However, there are certain fast 
foods that can be nutritious if chosen 
carefully, she said. 

Potato bars and salad bars offer a 
nutritious meal if a person skips the 
cheese sauce and other high-fat top- 
pings. 

Many of the salad dressings, espe- 
cially those with mayonnaise, are 
high in calories and fats. 

Swapp said the juice from lemon 
slices makes a nutritious, low calorie 
dressing. 

Croutons are fattening because 
they are fried in butter. 

Bacon bits are high in calories and 
low in nutrients, Swapp said. 

In addition, salad bars usually have 
selections of sweet salads with 
whipped toppings. 

“Although a salad bar has good 
foods to choose from, one trip there 
can end up having more calories than 


a hamburger and fries,” Swapp said. 
Lean roast beef sandwiches and small 
or medium hamburgers are a source 
of good nutrition. 

“The killers are the sauces because 
they contain so many calories,”’she 
said. 

Pizza can be nutritious if the top- 
pings are vegetables or lean meats. 

Swapp said a person should usually 
skip the pepperoni, sausage and 
heavy cheese toppings. 

Eating three regular meals a day 
and following the guidelines of the 
four basic food groups is important, 
said McClellan. 

Adults need a minimum of two 
servings from the milk group and four 
servings from the fruit and vegetable 
group. 

Also, four servings from the bread 
group, and five or six ounces of meat 
daily are recommended, she said. 

Cheese and eggs can be substituted 
for meat products.

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Early-morning jobs help 
end scheduling hassles

’Twas a dark, moonless night, 
and all across campus, not a crea- 
ture was stirring — all were home in 
pajamas. 

Then, as the hour of four ap- 
proached, the sidewalks suddenly 
began to crawl with half-awake 
wraiths who streamed into the vari- 
ous buildings on campus. They were 
early-morning custodians. 

For many students working the 4 
to 7 a.m. shift, sleep is a luxury the 
wealthy enjoy. “I don’t think anyone 
really enjoys the hours,” said Ryan 
Emmerson, a senior in Design Engi- 
neering Technology from Calgary, 
Alberta, who has been working in 
the Abraham O. Smoot Administra- 
tion Building for a year and a half.

“You have to catch some 
sleep. when everybody else is 
awake.” 

“Actually, I kind of like this job,” 
said Tracy Clark, a sophomore from 
Reno, Nev., majoring in elemen- 
tary education who has worked in 
the Joseph Smith Building for a 
week.

For many BYU students, finding 
employment can be a full-time job.

Morrell, Manager of Student Em- 
ployment Services.

The minimum 
wage on campus is $4.60 per hour. 

On-campus jobs are advantageous 
to many students: the wage is higher

ence in their chosen fields. 

Nonetheless, Morrell cautions that 
students should not be afraid to look 
off campus. 

“One thing students here tend to do 
is limit their options — if they can’t 
find ajob on campus, they don’t look,” 
Morrell said. 

While chemistry students may 
have some difficulty finding some- 
thing in their field in the local commu- 
nity, computer students are apt to 
find good jobs in the area, said Mor- 
rell. 

“Sometimes students just close 
their minds to other opportunities,” 
said Morrell. 

Because of the large number of stu- 
dents applying for jobs at the begin- 
ning of the semester, the employment 
office uses a numbering system to as- 
sign a first come, first served status

For more “intellectual” films, the 
International Cinema, located in 250

Times and dates for the Interna- 
tional Cinema vary, but flyers with 
current information are placed in the 
Jesse Knight Humanities Building 
and on most campus bulletin boards. 

For a slightly higher price, stu- 
dents can attend plays and concerts in 
the Harris Fine Arts Center. The 
Theater and Film Department is 
starting its 1989-90 season with “Life 
With Father” and “City of Peace.” 
More information about plays and 
tickets is available from the ticket of- 
fice in the HFAC.

several times during their college ca- 
reer. 

Declaring a major is relatively 
easy. Students need only to go into 
the counseling center of their college 
and have someone enter it into the 
computer. 


Yet for many it is choosing a major 
that will be difficult. This choice, how- 
ever, doesn’t have to be made alone. 

BYU has a Counseling and Devel- 
opment Center that is equipped to 
help students choose a major. This 
center is located on the ground floor of 
the tallest building on campus, the 
Spencer W. Kimball Tower. 

Sue Jones, a counselor at the cen- 
ter, said the earlier students learn 
about the career of their choice, the 
better. The Counseling and Develop- 
ment Center has a variety of ways to 
help students. 

Career information resources, the 
blue binders located on the west side 
of the center, have information about 
careers and majors. Students can look 
through these binders and get a back- 
ground, job description and job out- 
look of the career. 

Such career information deals with 
topics ranging from aerospace manu- 
facturing to physical metallurgy to 
teaching. 

Another way to get information is 
to take the Interest Inventory. This 
test can help clarify the student’s in- 
terests, said Jones. 

She also said that several of these 
tests are free. 

Students can also get individual ad- 
visement at the center from coun- 
selors like Jones. These counselors 
can help the students match their 
abilities with their interests, said 
Jones.

Other ways include enrolling in 
credit courses such as Career Educa- 
tion 115, watching films and working 
on a computer to receive information 
for making career decisions. 

One of the best ways for students 
who have not declared a major to de- 
cide on one is by talking to someone 
who is already working in the career 
they want to work in. By talking to 
several people who are already in the 
work force, students can see how they 
got there. 

One of the biggest problems in 
choosing a major is not knowing what 
types of majors are available, said 
Jones. 


After one has chosen a major, it | 


doesn’t always mean that is what the 
student will graduate in. 

Lisa Wallace, 22, a senior from 
Mesa, Ariz., majoring in elementary 
education, said she has changed her 
major once. “I was majoring in busi- 
ness, but it was boring,” said Wallace. 

Most departments require that the 
student be accepted into a program 
before they can be officially declared 
in that major. Students need to be 
aware of the requirements that must 
be completed before they will be al- 
lowed into the major. . 

If you’re among the lucky that have 
known for half their lives what to ma- 
jor in, more power to you. But for the 
rest, there is help out there for those 
who want it. Appointments with a 
counselor can be made by calling 378- 
3826.

Science, Space and Technology Com- 
mittee in Washington to postpone 
granting $25 million for a Solid-State 
Fusion Center which would be head- 
quartered in Utah to develop practi- 
cal uses for the cold fusion.

Pete Rose 
accused of 
federal crime

CINCINNATI — It was Pete 
Rose’s idea to deceive the federal gov- 
ernment about who owned a winning 
$47,646 racetrack ticket, former Rose 
associate Paul G. Janszen told a fed- 
eral jury today. 

Janszen said Rose told former 
housemate Thomas P. Gioiosa to cash 
the 1987 winning ticket from Turfway 
Park in northern Kentucky, even 
though Rose owned the majority 
share. Janszen said Rose already had 
bought the Pix Six Ticket when he 
arrived, but allowed him to buy a 25 
percent share of it. Janszen said he 
sold half of his 25 percent share to 
Gioiosa when he arrived. 

Janszen said Rose later added, “ 
‘Hey, I’ve paid enough to the IRS, 
why should they get part of my track 
winnings,’ or something like that.” 

Janszen’s testimony during 
Gioiosa’s trial on drug and tax-eva- 
sion charges was the first time Rose 
has been accused in court of direct 
involvement in a federal crime. 

Rose was banned from baseball for 
life last week by Commissioner A. 
Bartlett Giamatti. He is also under 
investigation by a federal grand jury 
in Cincinnati looking into whether the 
former Reds manager deceived the 
IRS about his earnings.

“The emphasis of the University 
Chorale is on building correct vocal 
techniques and sharpening musical 
skills, as well as preparing and per- 
forming good music,” according to the 
information sheet. 

The Men’s Chorus and _ the 
Women’s Chorus perform a variety of 
styles and repertoire. This fall they 
will combine choirs to perform vari- 
ous numbers in a pops concert. 

Martha Sargent, who conducted 
Women’s Chorus in 1987 and 1988, 
said the choruses perform at various 
events. “We performed at the 
Women’s Conference and at many 
devotionals,” she said. 

The BYU Singers, the touring or- 
ganization, and Concert Choir, 
BYU’s top performing choir, are 
mainly for upperclassmen, said 
Wilberg.

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Tutorial labs offer extra help 


One-on-one help for students in general education classes 


By ALISA Y. KIM

With large-sized general educa- 
tion classes, it may seem close to 
impossible to the new student to per- 
sonally interact with the professor. 

Having to share a professor with 
899 other pupils may frustrate and 
discourage a student in classes such 
as Biology 100 or American Her- 
itage. 

“It’s a legitimate concern,” said 
William S$. Bradshaw who teaches 
Biology 100. 

“T honestly empathize with the 
overwhelming sense of that. I don’t 
pretend that it can be the same sort 
of intimate, friendly, person-to-per- 
son experience that the small class- 
room can be.” 

However, the feeling is soon gone 
after attending a tutorial lab. It is in 
this lab where personal attention ean 


“We do physically provide another 
setting where there can be one-to-one 
interaction with the personnel of the 
course,” Bradshaw said. “We have tu- 
torial sessions established in very 
small groups where one’s individual 
questions can be answered.” 

Professors who teach general edu- 
cation courses advise students to take 
advantage of these labs. 

“We encourage it, but when people 
are not motivated to take advantage 
of that opportunity, there is not much 
else one can do,” Bradshaw said. 
About 15 percent of the Biology 100 
students do not use the lab. 

The coordinator of American Her- 
itage, Linda Jensen, said, “It’s one of 
the best bargains on campus.” 

Teaching assistants are not neces- 
sarily majoring in the field they are 
tutoring, but have taken the general 
education course, passed other re- 


age. More importantly, they are peo- 
ple who work well and relate well to 
other people, Jensen said, referring 
particularly to the history tutors. 
Depending on the lab, two to 10 
assistants work each hour. 


Reading/Writing Centers, available 
only for students living on campus, 
are located in the Helaman Halls 
Cannon Center, Heritage Halls Cen- 
tral Building and Deseret Towers 
Morris Center. 


Another resource for academic as- 
sistance is in the Counseling and De- 
velopment Center, located on the 
ground floor of the Spencer W. Kim- 
ball Tower. 

A student having trouble taking 
notes, listening to lectures, manag- 
ing time, or choosing a major can be 
advised by a counselor, watch films 
or read literature.

BEIJING — Widespread thievery 
has deprived Chinese officials of one 
of their most treasured privileges: ac- 
cess to telephones that work. 
The Worker’s Daily said Wednes- 
day that 420 miles of telephone lines 
have been stolen this year in the 
southern island province of Hainan, 
sand that-lines or. equipment have:been» fi. ee: 
‘eho. damaged in 18 Hainan cities. 
my Tt said thiéves have ‘preyed on the 
exclusive lines linking government of- 
fices. The lines are far clearer than 
the static-filled lines used by ordinary 
citizens. 

An important line from the south- 
ern Hainan city of Sanya to the 
provincial government in Haikou was 
cut for two months from February 
through April, and then cut again af- 
ter it was repaired in April. 

The thieves, mostly peasants who 
sell the copper wire, made off with 37 
1/2 miles of a 49-mile stretch between 
Sanya and Tongshi and 69 of 87 1/2 
miles of line linking another two 
towns.

Yet by the 19th centruy it had 
fallen out of favor. 

For some peculiar reason, many 
19th-century critics — who were fa- 
miliar with some very far-fetched co- 
incidences in opera librettos and their 
plot convolutions — found librettist 
Lorenzo da Ponte’s plot unrealistic. 

They were bothered by what they 
considered to be a flippant attitude 
about love. 

Some people, including Beethoven, 
thought the plot was “immoral.”

He added, “Mozart and de Ponte

Out of the 12.2 million students en- 
rolled in higher-education institutions 
in 1988, 42 percent are 25 years old or 
older, according to the National Cen- 


ter for Education statistics. That 
same year BYU had 391,565 students 
enrolled in continuing education or 
similar programs, according to the 
Division of, Continuing Education 
1988 Annual Report. 

BYU has several programs to offer 
continuing education students. Con- 
ferences and workshops for profes- 
sional programs are offered during 
the summer for credit and non-credit.

One example is the AT&T Summer 
on Campus program. About 60 AT&T 
employees spend five weeks on cam- 
pus to work on their Master of Science 
degrees in computer-integrated man- 
ufacturing, according to the annual 
report. 

Another program is Degrees by In- 
dependent Study. Students enrolled 
in this program pursue a Bachelor of 
Independent Study degree. Accord- 
ing to the annual report, “63 percent 
of DIS graduates have applied to or 
gone on to graduate school, and sev- 
eral have received doctorates.” Most 
of the course work for the five study 
phases is done at home, but after each 
phase, the student must attend a two- 
week seminar on campus. 

Currently, about 400 students who 
are 25 years or older are actively en- 
rolled in the DIS program and an- 
other 100 are in the application pro- 
cess, according to the Degrees by 
Independent Study office. 

Independent Study can be used to 
fulfill General Education require- 
ments so the students can use their 
on-campus time to pursue classes 
they can only take at BYU. 

Chester M,-Odam,50,.transferred 
as a junior to BYU and plans on pur- 
suing a master’s degree in map mak- 
ing. 

He was employed by the Bureau of 
Land Management and the U.S. 
Forest Service, but an on-the-job in- 
jury limited his work in the forest and 
he decided to return to school. 

He said he has no complaints about 
BYU. 

He said he doesn’t feel intimidated 
by the younger students and he feels 
“free to do what I want.” 

But Trappett found her studies 
more confining. 

“BYU is the kind of university that 
is wonderful for young single individ- 
uals with someone who is paying the 
tuition. However, when you're a par- 
ent and working as well as being a 
mother, going back to school is not 
easy,” Trappett said. 

Trappett is a day student and while 
she has considered Independent 
Study courses, she decided they 
weren't for her. 

“Independent Study is a good alter- 
native,” she said, “but you need to be 
self-motivated. There’s no instructor 


.to push you on. There’s a disadvan- 


tage to it.” 

Other programs offered by BYU to 
continuing education students include

It was once believed that Henry, 
who died at age 56, succumbed to 
syphilis, but that theory has been dis- 
credited. 

A cure for scurvy was unknown un- 
til Dr. James Lind of Scotland pub- 
lished “A Treatment of the Scurvy” in 
1735. 

Sailors were frequent sufferers 
from scurvy until it was discovered 
that they could be protected by citrus 
fruits--hence the term “Limey” for 
British, from the lime juice rations 
that were given to seamen. 

Kybett, a native of Scotland 
who lives in Jackson, Mich., said that 
the English of Henry’s time had no 
techniques for preserving fruits and 
vegetables. 

Nicander Nucius, an Italian who 
visited England in the last two years 
of Henry’s life, commented on the 
“sottish and unrestrained” appetites 
of the natives, and another Italian at 
the time remarked that fruit was 
scarce, “because they lack the great 
heat of summer.” 

The English, at least those who 
could read and afford books, had been 
warned against fruits. In “Castel of 
Helth,” published in 1539, the physi- 
cian Sir Thomas Elyot had warned 
that fruits “do ingender ylle humours 
and be oftetymes the cause of putri- 
fied fevers, if they be moche and con- 
tinually eaten,”
